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DETAILED ACTION 

Interview Summary 

On January 23, 2008, Applicant's representative interviewed the Examiner 
regarding the initial rejection of claims 1-43 and possible reasons for allowance. During 
the interview, no agreement was made. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

This action is in response to Applicant's remarks received on 2/13/2008. Based 
on the remarks and subsequent amendments, claims 1-43 are allowed. 
Regarding claims 1, 18, 33 and 35: 

The closest patent literature prior art is Sowinski (US Pat. No. 6,601,033). Sowinski 
teaches a method of creating and trade pollution credits. However, Sowinksi does not 
teach receiving a selection of type of accreditation level from a plurality of accreditation 
levels which determine a percentage of the ERC value that will be credited to the 
carbon sink account. The remaining ERC value is then divided amongst a plurality of 
funds outside the carbon sink account. 

The closest non-patent literature prior art is State of California Public Hearing to 
Consider Statewide Regulations (April 4, 1997). While the public hearings discuss 
trading carbon credits, the prior art does not select a type of accreditation level from 
different accreditation levels to determine a percentage of the ERC value that will be 
credited to the carbon sink of a particular customer account. 
Regarding claim 41: 
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The closest patent literature prior art is Orr (US Pat. No. 5,831 ,876). Orr teaches 
monitoring air pollution, and creating two or three dimensional models. However, Orr 
does not teach creating a volumetric GPS timestamp, and nor does it teach associating 
a Volumetric Global Timestamp with a specific area of the planet that helps to determine 
emission and reduction information. 

The closest non-patent literature prior art is Chen Hsiang Yeang's article, Distributed 
GIS for Monitoring and Modeling Urban Air Quality. While the article teaches modeling 
pollution, it does not teach the creation of a volumetric GPS timestamp and associating 
emission and emission reduction information. 
Regarding all other claims: 

Since all other claims are dependent on the above claims, these claims are also found 
to be allowable.
